I  GUESS  I’m  one  of  the  luckiest  girls  in  the  world — in  fact, 
I  know  I  am!  You  see,  I’m  the  Girl  Friday-“Jack  Of  All 
Trades”-Production  Secretary  to  that  fabulous  ABC-TV 
show  Dark  Shadows! 

Several  years  ago  I  was  just  another  Dark  Shadows  fan 
who  lived  in  a  small  town  (Spring  Valley,  New  York)  and 
daydreamed  about  going  to  the  big  city  and,  who  knows — 
maybe  even  meeting  my  favorite  stars!  Well,  I  finally  got 
tired  of  just  dreaming  and  decided  to  do  something  about 
it.  With  my  mom’s  permission,  I  hopped  aboard  a  bus  and 
headed  for  New  York  City.  I  had  taken  a  secretarial  course 
in  high  school  and  had  worked  at  a  part-time  job  in  Spring 
Valley,  so  when  I  got  to  New  York  I  went  straight  to  ABC- 
TV  and  applied  for  a  job  as  a  secretary.

For  just  about  two 
years  ago  I  was  transferred  to  the  groovy  Dark  Shadows 
studio  on  West  53rd  Street  in  Manhattan — and  I’m  still 
there  to  this  very  day,  meeting  and  greeting  each  morning 
such  wonderful  performers  as  Jonathan  Frid,  David  Selby, 
Joan  Bennett,  David  Henesy  and  all  of  the  rest  of  our 
favorite  Dark  Shadows  stars!!  How  would  you  like  to  join 
me  in  my  private  world  while — through  the  pages  of  16 
SPEC — I  tell  you  one-by-one  what  your  DS  favs  are  really 
like? 


Lara  Parker:  The  first  person  1  met  at  DS  was  beautiful, 
talented  Lara  Parker.  When  I  first  wandered  into  DS,  no 
one  was  about  and,  upon  seeing  a  lady  sitting  in  the  rehearsal 
room,  I  went  over,  introduced  myself  and  asked  her  where 
everyone  was. 

“Oh,  they're  all  around  here  somewhere ,"  the  lady  said — 
and  she  jumped  up,  grabbed  my  hand  and  took  me  on  my 
first  tour  of  the  second  floor  of  the  Dark  Shadows  studio.

A  little  while  later,  I  had  to  speak  to  Vinnie,  the  make-up 
man,  and  you  can  imagine  my  embarrassment  when  I  saw 
the  lovely  lady  sitting  in  the  make-up  room,  being  trans¬ 
formed  into  “Angelique”!  Lara  saw  my  face  turn  red  and 
she  just  looked  at  me  and  smiled.  Needless  to  say,  she's 
been  one  of  my  “dearest"  Dark  Shadows  people  ever  since! 

Lara  is  not  only  gracious,  kind  and  talented,  she  is  also 
probably  one  of  the  most  beautiful  women  God  ever  made. 
You've  seen  her  perfect  face,  enormous  blue  eyes  and  gold¬ 
en  hair  on  Dark  Shadows.  Well,  try  to  imagine  someone  in 
real  life  who  is  at  least  twice  that  pretty — and  you're  close 
to  realizing  how  gorgeous  Lara  is!

When  it  comes  to  fans  and  fan  mail,  Lara — again  like  all 
of  the  other  DS -ers — is  very  grateful  for  the  friendship  and 
attention  all  of  you  1 6  and  1 6  SPEC  readers  have  extended 
to  her.  She  reads  every  single  letter  she  gets,  taking  them  all 
home  with  her  each  night.  At  the  moment,  she  still  is  in  the 
process  of  personally  writing  notes  to  every  single  one  of 
you  who  has  ever  sent  her  a  card,  letter  or  gift!  So,  if  you're 
a  Lara  Parker-lover  and  have  written  to  her — hang  in  there! 
There'll  be  a  letter  from  Lara  coming  your  way  one  of 
these  days! 

David  Selby:  I  don’t  have  to  tell  you  that  David  Selby  is 
a  doll!  But  let  me  start  from  the  beginning.  Every  time  we 


get  a  new  regular  on  the  show,  Dan  Curtis  has  an  “on 
camera”  audition.  This  means  that  Linda  Otto,  our  casting 
lady,  has  settled  on  three  actors  she  thinks  will  be  good  for 
an  upcoming  part,  they  are  taken  to  the  studio  and  tested. 
The  day  David  Selby  did  his  test,  I  was  sitting  in  the  control 
booth  with  Don  Briscoe.  We  were  both  watching  the  audi¬ 
tions  with  great  interest,  and  when  David  came  on  it  was 
all  I  could  do  to  keep  from  screaming!  After  the  auditions, 
Don  said  to  me,  “Well,  who  do  you  think  is  right  for  the 
part?” 

I  told  him  that  I  thought  David  Selby  was.  I  remember 
saying,  “I’ve  never  seen  anyone  with  eyes  like  that.  Those 
eyes  are  indescribable.” 

“I  think  you’re  right,”  Don  replied. 

Well,  I  turned  out  to  be  a  good  judge — and  thereby  met 
and  got  to  know  one  of  the  dearest,  kindest,  sweetest  human 
beings  who  ever  lived!  When  you  first  meet  David,  he  seems 
very  shy — and  actually  he  is.  But  when  you  get  to  know 
him,  you  realize  that  basically  he’s  a  quiet,  sweet,  gentle, 
unperturbable  person.  He  just  never  seems  to  get  angry 
about  anything — except  when  it  concerns  anything  going 
wrong  on  the  show,  of  course! 

David  is  one  of  the  most  serious-minded  actors  on  the 
set.  He  always  knows  his  lines  and  he  likes  to  work  out 
every  single  “bit”  in  detail.  After  everyone  else  has  finished 
rehearsals  and  run-throughs,  David  will  stay  on  the  set  and 
work  out  his  lines  over  and  over  again  until  he  feels  they 
are  natural  and  perfect.  He  never  fools  around  during  re¬ 
hearsals,  but  don’t  get  me  wrong — he’s  not  a  “stick  in  the 
mud”.  David  Selby  has  a  fantastic  sense  of  humor. 

Each  day  David  talks  to  his  wife  Chip  on  the  phone,  and 
soon  he’ll  be  talking  to  his  baby  son  Jamison.  I  have  never 
met  Chip,  but  from  talking  to  her  I  can  tell  that  she’s  the 
same  sweet,  kind,  down-to-earth  person  David  is. 

David  Selby  is  a  natural  in  every  way — a  great,  natural 
actor;  a  great,  natural  human  being;  and  a  naturally  beau¬ 
tiful  person,  inside  and  out.  I  can’t  say  enough  good  things 
about  him!  Those  of  you  who  are  particularly  partial  to 
David  will  be  delighted  to  learn  that  he  is  incredibly  dedi¬ 
cated  to  his  fans.  In  fact,  he  is  so  concerned  about  answering 
each  of  the  thousands  of  cards  and  letters  he  has  received 
that  he  has  organized  his  very  own  fan  club.  I  know  you 
all  understand  that  it’s  impossible  for  him  to  sit  down  and 
send  each  of  you  handwritten  answers.  He  wouldn’t  have 
time  to  appear  on  the  show  if  he  did  that !  So  David  has 
taken  his  own  time,  money  and  energy  to  open  a  P.  O.  box, 
so  that  anyone  who  writes  a  letter  to  him  can  be  sure  that 
he  will  personally  pick  it  up.  What’s  more,  they  are  assured 
of  getting  a  reply — and  that  includes  a  beautiful  picture  of 
David  with  his  autograph  on  it!

David  Henesy:  David  drives  me  crazy — but  1  love  him! 
He's  all  boy  and,  naturally ,  he's  as  full  of  energy  and  mis¬ 
chief  as  any  young  man  his  age  (David  just  turned  14  last 
October).  David  loves  to  tease  everybody  on  the  set,  but  the 
one  who  really  gets  it  from  him  is  Denise  Nickerson.  (Wow, 
what  a  great  sport  she  is!)  But,  with  all  his  bubbly  enthusi¬ 
asm,  a  part  of  David  is  very  adult.  For  instance,  more  than 
anyone  else  he  helps  me  out  around  the  office  when  I'm 
terribly  busy.  He  answers  my  phone  very  efficiently  ( which 
is  more  than  I  can  say  for  Roger  Davis,  but  that’s  another 
story!)  David  helps  me  sort  mail  and  he  has  often  opened 
my  business  mail  and  stapled  it  carefully  for  me.  He's  really 
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quite  organized — and  extremely  bright. 

That  same  “efficient  organization”  carries  over  into 
David's  work,  but  there  his  fantastic  natural  talent  explodes 
too.  It's  very,  very  hard  for  anyone  not  to  make  a  goof  after 
working  day  in  and  day  out  five  days  a  week  on  the  Dark 
Shadows  set — and  I  thought  you'd  all  like  to  know  that 
David  Henesy  holds  the  world's  record  for  never  ever  having 
made  a  mistake  or  a  goof  or  a  fluff  on  Dark  Shadows! 

All  in  all,  David  is  a  very  good  “kid” — but  watch  out , 
he  bites! 

Don  Briscoe:  The  best  description  of  Don  is— -calm,  cool 
and  collected.  He  has  a  totally  different  personality  from 
most  actors.  He’s  a  very,  very  quiet  person,  he’s  unassuming 
and — well,  he’s  totally  untypical.  I  guess  the  most  revealing 
thing  I  can  say  about  Don  Briscoe  is — he  isn’t  a  typical  any¬ 
thing,  he’s  just  uniquely  himself.  Oh,  yes — Don  is  one  other 
thing!  He’s  a  “lunch  hound”!  I’ve  never  seen  anybody  eat 
as  much  lunch  as  Don  can!!  F’r  instance,  one  day  he  had 
an  egg  salad  sandwich  with  bacon  and  two  malteds  followed 
by  scrambled  eggs  and  French  toast!  But  he’s  sweet — he  did 
offer  me  a  bite  of  his  French  toast! 

When  it  come  to  acting,  Don  is  more  of  an  instinctive 
performer.  Though  he  is  probably  basically  shy,  he’s  in¬ 


credibly  aware  of  everything  that  goes  on  around  him  and 
deeply  appreciates  any  advice  and  observations  given  him. 
Though  he’s  been  excellent  in  all  of  the  roles  he’s  played, 
I  think  Don  was  one  of  Dark  Shadows'  all-time  great  vam¬ 
pires.  When  he  was  the  “baby  vampire” — when  he  first 
came  on  the  show — he  created  a  furor  with  the  fans.  He 
added  “bits”  to  his  vampire  interpretation  that  made  it  some¬ 
how  seem  more  real  and  contemporary  than  any  I  have 
ever  seen.  He  even  really  scared  me — and  I  know  the  fans 
were  absolutely  knocked  out,  because  when  Don  was  taken 
off  the  show  they  stormed  the  studio!  We  were  completely 
deluged  with  petitions,  letters  and  phone  calls  on  Don’s 
behalf  and — thank  heavens — Don  was  put  back  on  the  show! 

Gee,  Pm  almost  out  of  room  and  there’s  still  another 
super  goodie  I  have  in  store  for  you!  Do  you  think  I  left  out 
one  of  your  favs?  Well,  you’re  completely  wrong — for  in

Jonathan  played  the 
leading  role  of  Tony  Wendice,  a  man  who  wants 
to  murder  his  wife  and  plans  to  do  so  with  the 
help  of  Captain  Lesgate.  Unfortunately,  things  do 
not  go  according  to  plan  —  and  Jonathan's  stage 
wife,  Margot,  kills  the  Captain  in  self-defense. 
Still  undaunted,  Jonathan  (as  Tony)  tries  to  make 
the  evidence  appear  as  though  Margot  killed 
Captain  Lesgate  in  cold  blood  —  and  not  in  self- 
defense.  Good  wins  out  in  the  end,  however,  and 
Police  Inspector  Hubbard  discovers  Tony's  evil 
plot  and  arrests  him.  Let’s  take  a  look  now  at 
some  scenes  from  this  exciting  drama  and  see 
what  Jonathan  is  like  in  his  “other  life”!
